QUESTIONED BY WOMAN

WITH THE 18TH AIR-BORNE 
CORPS BEFORE THE SIEG- 
FRIED LINE, Feb. 2.—(UP)— 
Somewhere in the shadows of Ger- 
many’s Siegfried line tonight a 
lonely American soldier stalks on 
a deadly mission—to avenge the 
cat o’ nine tails lashing given him 
by a Nazi storm trooper. 

For eight months this soldier 
has been chasing rumors which 
might lead him to his hated ene- 
my, but always the Nazi officer 
has eluded him. Now he thinks 
he is nearing his prey. 

The soldier is Pvt. Donald D. 
Smith, 34, a former Dayton, Ohio, 
truck driver. He tells a gruesome 
story of being captured and tor- 
tured, of being “vamped” by a 
beautiful German woman who 
sought to pry information- from 
him—of his own ruthless slaying 
of German guards when he broke 
out of a hospital and made his way 
back to the American lines. 

Smith was captured on D-Day 
plus 9 in a little village near Cher- 


bourg while he was leading a pa- 


, 


town, held by the Germans, watch- 
ing a woman wave a cognac bottle 
to him from a second-story win- 


dow. Just then there came a shot. 
He was hit in the hip. A: few min- 
utes later the Germans captured 
him and his torture began. 

“The SS turned me over to the 
Gestapo,” said Smith. “One of 
them struck me with a blackjack 
across the face, cutting my right 
eye. See—I still have the scar. 
They wanted information but I 
wouldn’t talk. They took me to a 
little shack where they beat me. 
Then they put a beautiful woman 
in the room and left us alone.” 

“She undressed and stood there 
teasing me, trying to get informa- 
tion. I kicked her and slapped her 
away from me. Her screams 
brought the SS gquards. One of 
them twisted my arm until it 
broke. Another stripped me to the 
waist while an SS officer beat me 
across the back with a cat o’ nine 
tails. Those scars still bleed today.”

American officer, an SS officer 
offered them cigarets.

While being treated in the hos- 
pital Smith stealthily reached his 
hand into the medic’s blouse, 
pulled out the doctor’s pistol and 
took him prisoner. He forced the 
German to lead him to a_ jeep, 
then killed him and escaped to a 
farmhouse where the French 
helped him to American lines. 

Today I saw Smith walk into 
a smoke-filled interrogation room 
where a German SS officer was 
being questioned. He stared at 
the Nazi intently, then shook his 
head. It was not the man he was 
looking for. 

“What will you do if you find 
the officer w.o lashed you?” I 
asked Smith. 

“That will never have 
a chance to answer any ques- 
tions,” said Smith. “Someday I'll 
find him.” 

“Forget him? Never. I'll see | 
his face to my dying day.”

Food Rations 
In Berlin Cut 
ll Per Cent 


LONDON, Feb. 2.—(UP)—Food 
rations were cut today in shiver- 
ing, refugee-crowded, rumor-rid- 
den Berlin as German propaganda 
warning that the Red 
Army was “in the forefield of the 
capital,” asserted that every block 
in the city would be turned into 
a fortress and appealed to the 
people to stand firm. 

There was every indication that 
the Nazis, though they had evacu- 
ated many key ministries, intend- 
ed to defend the city to the end. 


RATION CARDS CUT 


Ironically, German propaganda 
agencies appealed to Berliners to 
show the same bravery the people 
of “Warsaw, Liningrad and Mos- 
cow” showed when the German 
armies attacked them. But the 
radio broadcasts and the newspa- 
per articles which made the ap- 
peals apparently did not mention 
Stalingrad where, as at Moscow 
and Leningrad, the Germans were 
thrown back. Today is the second 
anniversary of the freeing of Stal- 
ingrad, turning point of the war. 

The German radio gave Ber- 
liners the grim news that their 
food ration cards, issued to cover 
the period up to April 1, must 
last them until April 8—a cut of 
about 11 per cent. 

EASTERN EVACUATION 

Toa make it worse, the German 
agency DNB warned that the po- 
tato ration would be cut further, 
that starch products and cereals 
probably would not be available 
at all for the next nine weeks, 
that the sugar rations covering 
the next eight weeks must do for 
12 weeks and that it might be 
difficult to meet beef ration re 
quirements because of transport 
dislocation.

CORPSES, CONFUSION 
Dazed Nazis 
No Match

RUSSIA

Simultaneously northeast of 
Kustrin and 57 miles northeast of 
Berlin, other Russian spearheads 
captured Soldin, 36 miles south- 
east of Stettin in an operation 
that may seal off 11,000 square 
miles of Pomerania, and hundreds 
of thousands of Nazi troops. 

Capture of Soldin cut the first 
of two railroads linking Kustrin 
and Stettin and the second of four 
Berlin-Danzig railroads. More 
than 150 other places were cap- 
tured. 

DEATH STAND 

As the Germans prepared for a 
death stand on the Oder’s banks, 
a Nazi broadcast said a Soviet 
tank detachment had attempted to 
cross the frozen river northwest 
of Kustrin, 39 miles northeast of 
Berlin. 

A Berlin radio commentator, 
Wilfred Von Ofen, said ‘the coura- 
geous citizens of Kustrin chased 
back a tank detachment trying to 
cross the Oder, destroying six of 
them and damaging others.” 

A bitter struggle reportedly 
raged for the 13-way road and rail 
center of Kustrin at the conflu- 
ence of the Oder and Warthe riv- 


a second powerful Red Army at- 
tempt to seize Kustrin by storm 
had failed. 

The Red Army’s drive, which 
has as much as 32 miles inside 
the eastern Reich along a 395-mile 
front, appeared to be slowing on 
the second anniversary of the Nazi 
defeat at Stalingrad. 

An unseasonable thaw reported- 
ly had turned some of the world’s 
best tank country into mudflats, 
bogging the treads of Zhukov's 
tanks which have carried the Rus- 
sians more than 255 miles in the 
last 23 days. 

Enemy reports said Zhukov was 
bringing up reinforcements con- 
stantly and the Nazi Transocean 
Agency said both sides were de- 
ploying fresh forces for ‘“‘new, im- 
minent tremendous battles.” 

Zhukov was throwing in more 
armored forces and more infantry 
in an attempt to close in on Frank- 
furt and Kustrin in support of 
tank spearheads which Moscow 
dispatches confirmed had reached 
the Oder in the Frankfurt area. 
MOVING UP FORCE 

Moscow dispatches said Konev’s 
Army, strung along the east bank 
of e Oder south of Zhukov’s 
wedge pointed at Berlin, was 
bringing up reinforcements. 

Berlin reported fighting on the 
west bank near Steinau. 

On the far upper reaches of the 
river near the Czechoslovakia bor- 
der the enemy said Soviet troops 
had penetrated into Dziedzice. 

“The Oder line in its widest 
meaning has become the German 
bolt position and barrier front 
which is going to halt the Russian 
armies,” Transocean said. 

Moscow dispatches said the tem- 
po of the Soviet advance had slow- 
ed owing to a combination of fac- 
tors.

On Italy Lifeline 


ROME, Feb. 2.—(#)—American 
Fifth Army patrols feeling out 
German positions in the mountains 
south of Bologna are encountering 
furious enemy artilery and small 
arms fire, while long-range enemy 
guns afe blasting at the principal 
supply highway between Bologna 
and Florence, Allied headquarters 
announced today. 

Except for numerous patrol 
clashes and the unending artillery 
exchanges, however, the cold and 
muddy front was reported quiet. 


DAZED NAZIS 
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are fighting near the Koenigsberg 
zoo and the Neuhausen Tiergar- 
ten. The Nazis are fighting bitter- 
ly. We know why. From the zoo 
runs a highway to the center of 
the town and Soviet troops have 
today already had a glimpse of 
the capital of East Prussia. 

Captured prisoners relate that 
utter confusion reigns in the city. 
Headed off from Danzig by units | 
of Marshal Rokossovsky’s army, 
dislodged from the area of the 
Mauer lakes and caught in a pock- 
et, German divisions are heading 
for Koenigsberg and from there 
hope to reach the port of Pillau, 
but they find escape routes are 
cut everywhere. 

The city is crowded with refu- 
gees from all parts of East Prus- 
sia. They had come for shelter 
and protection but had discovered 
an army fleeing in confusion and 
panic. Soviet infantry reached 
the lakes stretching from the river 
Pregel north. On the approaches 
to Koenigsburg, the Germans un- 
dertook fierce counterthrusts. 

Today, for example, there were 
10—one launched by 200 tommy: 
gunners resulted in the annihila- 
tion of 100, 50 Germans surren- 
dered, and 50 got away. One of 
the prisoners, Capt. Richter, de- 
tachment commander of the Koe- 
nigsberg Cadet school, took his 
detachment of young Nazi officers 
from Koenigsberg on Jan. 22 and 
five days later his party was re- 
duced to 30, Of 400 young Prus- 
sians, the majority met their end 
on the river Deime, a number sur. 
rendered, and the remainder scat- 
tered into the woodlands. 

Having lost nearly all his men, 
Capt. Richter and his runner de- 
cided to get in touch with their 
regimental command post, but fell 
into the hands of Soviet troops. 
That very day he had been in 
Koenigsberg and had seen the 
catastrophe there, and now coolly 
spoke about it. 

He was a graduate of the Dres- 
den Officers’ Training Corps, 
brought up in the true Prussian 
spirit. He admitted bitterly that 
Germany has lost the war. 

' Many highways lead to Koenigs- 
berg from the north, south and 
east. Despite heavy fighting 
throughout days and nights and 
despite snow storms, Soviet troops 
are gradually fighting their way 
into Koenigsberg.

We got a 
handful of rice and camotes for 
meals. Occasionally, the Japs 
slaughtered a carabao and gave us 
only the ham, head and bones. 
They gave us 30 cans of evap- 
orated milk weekly for invalids.” 

Once the camp had 6,000 men, 
Jolly said, but most were believed 
taken to Japan, Formosa and 
China, 

On Jan. 7, just before the Amer- 
icans landed at Lingayen gulf, the 
Japanese left the camp entirely, 
but warned the prisoners to stay 
or they would be killed. Later the 
Japanese returned. 

During the last three weeks, 
the prisoners ate not too badly. 
They went to their own farm 
around the camp and killed two 
Brahma steers each day. One pris- 
oner claimed to have gained 50 
pounds during this time. 

Pfc, Siprano Greigo, Albuquer- 
que, N. M., one of the survivors 
of the “death march” from Ba 
taan to Camp O’Donnell, told 
briefly of his experiences. 

“T hate like hell to repeat some 
of the things I saw,” he said. “I 
saw the Japs order American sol- 
diers at the point of guns to bury 
alive two soldiers who were too 
weak to move, The men screamed 
‘Please, don’t,’ so others were or- 
dered to hit them on the heads.” 

Pvt. William Duncan, Troutville, 
Va., also on the death march, saiti 
the Japanese once shot 10 men 
at a prison camp because one man 
escaped, and another time five 
men were killed for the same 
reason. He said he saw Japanese 
entice prisoners to the prison 
fence by offering them cigarets, 
and then shoot them because 
there was a rule against prisoners 
being less than two yards from 
the wire. 

Cpl. William Peterson, Lake 
Park, Iowa, a veteran of Corregi- 
dor, said three weeks ago he stole 
a radio from the Japanese and 
had been listening to the progress 
of the Luzon campaign. 

Sgt. Maj. John Kelly, a veteran 
of 33 years in the Marines, said 
the Japanese showed some re 
spect for his age and made him 
the group leader of a working par- 
ty. Kelly, who was with the 
Fourth Marines at Corregidor, was 
still wearing his campaign hat 
with Marine insignia, 

One civilian among the prison- 
ers was George Weedon, 67, who 
once lived at LeGrand, Ore., and 
has been in the Philippines for 
45 years. He was working as 
a contractor with a Maval air base 
unit at Bataan, and was treated 
as a prisoner. He said he thought 
he might go home now.

House May Complete 
Action on Constitution 
By Middle of ‘Veek 


By M. L. ST. JOHN 
Declaring the bill would not af- 
fect veterans but would cause 
Georgia to lose needed revenue, 
Gov. Arnall has vetoed a measure 


to permit veterans regardless of. 


age, to attend public schools free 
of charge. 

The Governor pointed out that 
the federal government, under the 
“GI Bill of Rights,” will pay tu- 
ition of all veterans to schools. 
Therefore, the veterans them- 
selves will not have to pay to 
attend any school, regardiess of 
Georgia legislation. On the other 
hand, Georgia needs the money 
that it could receive from the 
federal government for educating 
veterans. 

Arnall killed the administra- 
tion bill, at the request of Capt. 
F. A. Sams, state director of vet- 
erans’ education, and Dr. J. I. 
Allman, assistant state school su- 
perintendent. He asked authors 
to draw up a substitute bill that 
would permit veterans to attend 
public schools, regardless of age, 
but would ‘have no reference to 
free tuition. 

The house yesterday, busy study- 
ing the revised constitution, unan- 
imously approved a provision for 
a constitutional penal board.

The 
solon said legislatures of 17 states 
already have made a similar re- 
quest. If three-fourths of the states 
pass the resolution, congress will 
have to call a convention, Greer 
said.

While any let down of our home-front 
war effort is unthink&able, there is no 
denying that the climax of at least a major 
portion of history's greatest conflict is at 
hand. In a few weeks or months—-in a 
year at the most—thousands of the brave 
lads who have been engaged in European 
battles will be released from service, free 
to take up their civilian, lives. 


Are we ready for them? 
The answer, as of today, is no. 


The federal government has done the 
best job to date in preparing to facilitate 
demobilization. The GI bill of rights and 
other national legislation seem adequate 
to provide for the immediate economic 
needs of returning veterans. 


Most states have also moved to partici- 
pate. Here in Georgia a legislative pro- 
gram is well on the way to enactment 
which should help to prevent a recurrence 
of the last war’s sad experience when 
half the state’s returning veterans sought 
other fields in which to settle.

It was not nearly as complete as many had 
hoped, but it was far better than the present setup.

“Will I,” I thought, “thus pub- 
licly advertise that I am such a slave of habit I will go to any 
extreme to gain temporary supply of the little rolls of white paper 
and tobacco? No, let it not be said that such confession of slavery 
is made by me!” 


I thought of the womenfolk at home, who, not leaving the house 
many a day, asked, plaintively, every afternoon as I reached home, 
“Did you get any cigarets?’ And decided it was an impossible un- 
dertaking, nowadays, for one lone man to secure a sufficient supply 
of the smokes for three or four persons to consume at their old, 
normal rate. s 


“I will,” sez I to meself, “give up smoking altogether, rather 
than keep up this constant search, this daily fear of running short. 
This, in fact, running short.” 


; : Then, however, memory flashed back over 
An Inspi.ation 35 years or more. A vision came of myself, 
when young, nonchalantly rolling, with adept fingers, smokes made 
from Bull Durham or Duke’s Mixture. And the wonder came if, 
once again, I could not practice, successfully, that somewhat deli- 
cate art of “rolling my own.” 
I asked the gentlemanly clerk in the cigar store if he had any 
Bull Durham. He handed over the counter one of those small, once- 
upon-a-time familiar cotton sacks, with supply of papers attached. 


Remembering that costs of everything have gone up vastly since 
the days of my youth, I asked the clerk, “How much?”

The Lone Ranger 
is but a faint shadow of the perfection of Bill Hart’s glory astride 
a pinto with six-gun blazing at the miscreants from either hand. 

And it was the ambition of all of us, in those dear, distant days, 
to emulate Bill Hart as he rolled cigarets with one hand.

I never was able to do that. Nor did I ever meet anyone, in 
real life, who could. We suspected, after weeks of futile endeavor 
to roll ‘em one-handed, that it was, after all, nothing but a trick 
of photography, a sort of legerdemain. 

So, let others try to do it one-handed. I am sufficiently proud 
that one of the arts of long-ago youth has not been lost entirely, 
is still lurking in the old fingers to come to the resue in a time 
of truly urgent need. 


Letter 
‘To the Redhead 


~My dear Louise: 

Another world war, rere 
weapons already in sight, woul 
finish destroying civilization. The 
world can-be saved from that final 
horror only if America is willing 
to underwrite peace—only if you 
and other free citizens are willing 
to use the power ,ou possess. 

Many people, not realizing 
America’s power, are afraid to 
commit themselves to anything 
lest other countries somehow take 
advantage of us. They don’t real- 
ize that other ‘nations can and will 
plot mischief only if we refuse 
to act and wash our hands of 
world affairs. : 

People in other lands know our 
power and are willing and eager 
to follow, if only America will 
lead the way. The question which 
you and other free citizens must 
answer is whether America will 
lead—and where. : | 

Russia and England are doing 
their utmost to safeguard their 
interests and build their prestige 
and power. This offends many 
Americans, who do not understand 
it. 

But. suppose Mr. Roosevel 
should say to Churchill and Sta- 
lin: “Our people do not like what 
you are doing.” 

They would probably answer: 
“Neither do we. But we must do 
all we can to insure the safety of 
our people, and we must act alone 
unless America will co-operate to 
keep the world at peace.” 

Then Mr. Roosevelt would say: 
“I promise you America’s help. 
We are willing to do our part.” 

But they would shake their 
heads and say: “President Wilson 
made such a promise, but the peo- 
ple would not support him. You 
cannot commit America to any- 
thing.” 

That would be true, and that 
is why our influence is declining 
even while we are carrying most 
of the war burden. The world 
knows there is no hope of lasting 
peace and security unless Amer- 
ica's vast power is pledged by a 
treaty, approved by congress and 
supported by you and other free 
citizens who are not afraid of re- 
sponsibility.

The house committee on consti- 
tutional amendments has struck 
from the proposed new charter the 
principle home rule section which 
would have provided an initiative 
and referendum formula to elimi- 
nate the floeék of local bills which 
always flood the general assembly. 

Substitutéd was a one-paragraph 
section which reads: 

“The general assembly shall 
have authority to provide for uni- 
form systems of county and mu- 
nicipal governments, and to pro- 
vide for systems of initiative, ref- 
erendum and recall in both county 
and municipal governments.” 

If this provision is left in the 
new. constitution, it looks like 
home rule will be just two years 
longer in coming, if at all. We 
thought public opinion was strong 
enough throughout Georgia to de. 
mand home rule of the legislature. 
The Citizen doesn’t see why some 
workable formula can’t be includ- 
ed in the charter which is to be 
presented ghe voters next summer. 
If this question is left up to the 
legislature, we'll have home rule 
for two years and none for two 
years, depending on the whim of 
the general assembly. It’ll be able 
to“repeal every two years any leg- 
islation adopted by its predecessor.

WASHINGTON.—As it concerns the future of the Democratie 
party, the senate battle over confirmation of Henry A. Wallace for 
secretary of commerce is an almost exact companion piece of the 
oe successful effort to prevent renomination of Wallace for vice 
president. 


The underlying issue at Chicago was whether left-wing elements 
and issues, for which Wallace deliberately had been making him- 
self the spokesman, would be indorsed. And, in the final analysi 
this situation was intensified by emergence of Sidney Hillman a 
the CIO-PAC on one side, and virtually the whole southern democe- 
racy on the other, 


President Roosevelt saved himself from political omg in that 
conflict by a second Missouri compromise, which ditched both Wal- 
lace and James F. Byrnes, the chief southern candidate for vice 
president, and substituted the politically innocuous Sen. Truman. 


Same Issue Mr. Wallace himself injected the same intra-Demo 

cratic issues in his speech Monday night. Address 
ing a New York audience composed chiefly of non-Democratic radi- 
cal intellectuals and laborites, he told his hearers that “Roosevelt 
could not have carried New York state without you. The Demo 
cratic party could not have carried Pennsylvania, or Michigan, or 
Minnesota or the far western states without you and groups like 
you. You were the balance of power and without you the Demo 
cratic party would have been defeated.” : 


Again, he said: 


“I hope and pray for a united progressive Democratic party. 
The strategy of the enemy is to break the Democratic party in two, 
They want to push you and me into the futility of a third party. 
I don’t think we shall have a third party. I think we can win 
within the framework of the Democratic party.’
